However, the book appears to be very well documented, 
and if it is in fact the truth, ever citizen should be alerted to 
the danger. On the other hand, I do not wish to actively disseminate 
this book to other people unless it is essentially factual. 

I turn to you as a non -political source of information, 
and would appreciate your comments on this publication. If they 
are favorable, I shall spend more effort in, spreading this 
information than anything I have ever tackled in my lifetime.
